In the meantime, the board will 


approve wage increases granted 
by employers to offset .the rise in 
living costs. Roughly, they have 
risen 11 per cent since January, 
1!>50, and about two per cent 
since the wage-price freeze of last

does not change a separate regu- 
lation under which employers may 
grant increases of 10 per cent over 
January, 1950 levels without com- 
ing to the board for approval. ' 


Under the cost of living policy, 


workers may get a pay boost in 
these three ways: 


Pay Boosts 


1. If they were working under

Good Construction 
Lowers Home Cost 


Look beyond the price tag when 


purchasing a home. Although at- 
tractively priced, a house is a 
good' buy only if its construction 
assures economical maintenance 
and operation. The important de- 
tails can be ascertained by in- 
spection at various stages of the 
building operations. 


With either a basement or crawl 


space, the center of the house 
should be supported by wood or 
steel columns or masonry piers 
topped with a steel girder or 
heavy beam. Subflooring laid di- 
agonally provides greater strength, 
and joists should be braced at In- 
tervals with X-shaped bridging. 


Check The Roof 


' The roof should ' be of fire- 
resistant material. 


Another sign of good construc- 


tion is sheathing applied diagon- 
ally instead of horizontally. This 
gives the walls more strength 
and usually indicates the builder 
will be particular about other de- 
tails. Doors and windows should 
not stick or bind and stairs should 
be level and firm with no vibra- 
tion under foot.

Gimmick in Controls Bill 
Helps Keep Prices High 


Whenever price control measures have come before 


congress in recent years, a curious economic theory has 
reared its head. What it amounts to is taking virtually all 
the risk out of doing business. 


Sometimes this notion has been shaped into a "guaran- 


teed profits" proposal. That was suggested back in 1946, 
and again this year. It would assure businessmen a pre- 
scribed level or percentage of profits. 


The arrangement occasionally has called for the exten- 


sion of this principle to every line a manufacturer produces.

In other words, if he happens to make stoves, iceboxes and 
vacuum cleaners, the ceiling prices would be set to guaran- 
tee him a profit on all these items. 


This plan, however, has never actually been cast into 


law. The opposition- always has managed to muster suffi- 
cient strength to defeat it. 


But an alternative device leaning in the same direction 


did find its way into the defense production act as renewed 
on July 31 of this year. • 
• • 


It is the so-called Capehart amendment. It was fash- 


ioned at three a. m. one morning in a senate-house confer- 
ence committee meeting on the legislation. The clause 
provides simply that anyone may obtain a price ceiling for 
his product that reflects all his added costs from the period 
before the Korean war to .July 26,1951. 


Up until 'tliis provision was inserted and approved, gov- 


ernment policy had been to set ceilings at pre-Korean levels 
plus all direct cost increases—those for labor and materials. 


The Capehart amendment allows the manufacturer to 


toss in cost changes in overhead, advertising, selling, and the 
like. 


In* so doing, it has greatly weakened the price stabiliza- 


tion structure and immeasurably complicated the problem of 
judging the fairness of manufacturers' cost claims. 


The business technique of cost accounting is so highly 


developed today that one firm, in an experiment, got six 
different cost results on its products by figuring its costs 
according to six different accounting systems. The range 
in figures was great. Furthermore, most companies do not 
keep records which show accurately how their indirect costs 
(selling, etc.) apply to the cost of their products. 


For the government to check on cost data submitted un- 


der the amendment would be out of the question without a 
huge expansion of OPS personnel. So there is little left to 
do but accept the figures and grant the ceiling prices re- 
quested. 


This will mean government protection of the highest cost 


producer. Except in the extremity of actual all-out war, when 
cost is inconsequential, we have never thus safeguarded the 
high-cost man. 
America built its greatness on venturesome risk-taking. 


A willingness to brave the competitive struggle has been a 
hallmark of the U. S. entrepreneur. 
We in this country 


have never sought guarantees of success in any field. We 
have felt we should earn it. 
The three a. m. amendment is an affront to America's 


spirit of enterprise. And it promises to impose a nearly in- 
tolerable burden upon the consumer, the man who is touted 
in our free economy as the great beneficiary of our unrivaled 
enterprise.

The Doctor Says: 


Cancer Complications Are 
Not Common in Fibroids 


By EDWIN t». JORDAN. M.U. 


Some interesting questions about 


fibroids have been sent in by 
M. A. P. "I have a sister," she 
writes, "who is having trouble 
with a fibroid about the size of a 
golf ball. Since I have had trouble 
of the same sort which was suc- 
cessfully treated with X-ray, she 
has asked my advice. 


"Could a fibroid the size of a 


golf ball be diagnosed accurately 
in a woman around 40 years old 
who has had several children? Is 
there a simple test to- determine 
whether cancer is present in the 
fibroid? Could a small fibroid 
cause loss of weight and general 
run-down condition. How are such 
fibroids treated?" 


These questions pretty nearly 


cover the entire subject. It is pos- 
sible for a skilled physician to 
make a rather accurate diagnosis 
of the presence of a fibroid. The 
size, too, can be quite exactly 
noted. If there are several fibroids 
present—which is not unusual— 
the exact number and -their size 
cannot always be discovered quite 
as accurately before an operation. 


There is no simple test to de- 


termine whether there is cancer 
present in a fibroid. But, and this 
is important, cancer is not an im- 
portant complication and occurs 
infrequently in fibroids. As to the 
effects of fibroids, it can certainly 
be said that they may and often 
do cause a person to be run-down 


in health. They are frequently as- 
sociated with symptoms which do 
cause the victim to become anemic 
or otherwise reduced from a state 
of good health.

As to treatment, there is this 0? 


say. A fibroid, or several of them, 
cannot be dissolved or made to 
disappear by any drug. In fact the 
tendency is for them to grow in 
size. However, small ones may do 
no harm and are usually watched 
without any treatment unless some 
good reason develops for doing 
something. 


There are three possible lines of 


treatment when this is necessar-si 
To try to remove a single fibroT? 
leaving the uterus or womb m 
place; to remove the womb in- 
cluding the fibroids, or to try to 
destroy the fibroid with radium 
without injuring the womb. 


The selection of which method 


to follow is complicated and de- 
pends on many individual circum- 
stances. However, in the vast ma- 
jority of those who MUST have 
treatment, the removal of the c*| 
tire uterus along with the fibrom 
or fibroids is considered the treat- 
ment of choice.

Take Smart Tip on Melding

If the opponents meld before 


your side does, you and 
your 


partner should be aware of the 
advantage you may have if the 
right person melds for your side. 
Sometimes it is best if you meld; 
and sometimes it is best if you 
just play along and wait for your 
partner to meld. 


This is not entirely a matter 


of luck and guesswork. There is 
a regular principle to follow in 
this siituation. It is up to you to 
meld from your hand if your part- 
ner has a better chance than you 
to get the discard pile later on. 


However, if you have a better 


chance to ge a discard pile than 
your partner 'does, it is up to you 
to play along without melding; 
and it is then up to your partner 
to meld (if he can). 


Let's take an example or two to 


see how this works out in prac- 
tice. 
Both sides need 50 points 


for the initial meld, and nobody 
melds for two or three rounds of 
play.

If you are interested in canning vegetable juice, here is a recipe 


for a Juice comparable to the popular V-8 type. We believe that you 
will find this vegetable juice cocktail has a much better flavor than 
plain tomato juice. 


VEGETABLE JUICE COCKTAIL 


6-8 large onions 
i/i bushel rips tomatoes 


4 large green peppers 
2 bay leaves 


1 large bunch celery 
12 whole cloves 
- 


U cup salt. 


Remove fiber and seeds from green peppers. Cut celery into ],i 


inch pieces and chop onions. Combine with salt and let stand over night. 
Wash and quarter tomatoes, add 
celery leaves, bay leaves, cloves 
and first vegetable mixture and 
heat only until Juice runs freely 
from tomaotes. Put 
into food 


press and press out about % the 
pulp. Heat juice and extracted pulp 
just to boiling and pour into clean 
jars. Process in hot water bath 
15 minutes. 


The commercially canned vege- 


table-tomato juice contain more 
vegetable juice than those listed 
in this recipe. 
However, 
most 


housewives do not have the kind 
of equipment necessary to extract 
juices from vegetables other than 
those given. 


Freeze Rcady-to-Eat PeacheH 
Use a sugar sirup for 'preparing 


peaches for your home freezer or 
locker. Tests show that a 50 to 60 
per cent sirup is best for peaches. 


A 50 per cent sirup is made with 


one cup sugar and 4/5 cup water; 
the same amount of sugar is used 
with % cup water for a 60 per 
cent sirup. 


To get tasty, high quality frozen 


peaches is to use firm, ripe, ready- 
to-eat peaches for freezing. Be 
sure the variety you select has a 
good peach flavor. 


Peel the peaches and slice them 


directly into a carton that contains 
sirup. When you use this technique, 
the slices are not in contact with 
air for long. Be sure that the 
sirup covers the peach slices. Add 
more, if necessary, allowing ft 
inch of head space for pint con- 
tainers and one inch for quarts. 
Place the cartons in the freezer 
without delay. 


The sirup is prepared by dissolv- 


ing the sugar in water. You can 
stir or heat the mixture to dis- 
solve it more quickly and complete- 
ly. Cool the sirup before using it 


Use Vitamin C 


Prevent peach-browning by add- 


ing Vitamin C (ascorbic acid) to 
the sirup used for freezing. Ascor- 
bic acid can be used either in tab- 
let or crystal form. 


Dissolve 3-50 milligram tablets 


In the amount of sugar sirup need- 
ed for a pint carton of fruit (about 
1 cup of sirup). To use the crystals, 
add >4 teaspoon to 4 cups of sugar 
sirup. 


You can buy vitamin C prepara- 


tions—different from the pure as- 
corbic acid tablets or crystals—in 
grocery and drug stores under 
various trade names. Be sure to 
use them according to manufac- 
turer's directions.

When water is boiling, place .the 


jars on a rack in such a way that 
the water will circulate 'freely 
around them. See that the water 
comes well up over the tops of the 
containers. (If the food is put in 
glass jars, heat the jars before 
placing them in boiling water, in 
order to prevent breakage.) When 
the water is again boiling vigorous- 
ly, start counting the processing 
time. 


Sirup or Water 


Fruits can be canned satisfac- 


torily without sweetening, though 
flavor, color, and texture are usual- 
ly better when a sirup is used. 
Sirups made of sugar and water 
are generally preferable. 


Select peaches that are ripe and 


firm. Plunge into boiling water to 
loosen skins. Remove and plunge 
into cold water. Peel. Prepare only 
as much as can be processed at one 
time. 


Cold Pack — Pack peaches into 


glass jars. Cover with boiling sirup. 
Process pint or quart jars 30 min- 
utes. 


Hot Pack — Simmer 3 to 5 min- 


utes in sirup. Pack peaches into 
containers. 
Cover with boiling 


sirup. Process pint or quart jars 
20 minutes. 


Pickled Peaches 


8 Ib. peaches 
whole cloves 


4 Ib. sugar 
8 2-inch 


2 qt vinegar 
pieces of 
cinnamon 


Select firm medium sized peach- 


es. Wash and remove skins if de- 
sired. Stick 2 or 3 cloves into each 
peach, cook vinegar, sugar, and 
cinnamon for 10 minutes or -until 
sirup begins to thicken (if .vinegar 
is strong, dilute with water to 
make 2 quarts). Drop a few peach- 
es at a time into the sirup and 
cook 
gently 
until tender. 
Let 


peaches stand in sirup over night, 
especially if they are large or if 
skins are not removed. Drain sirup 
from peaches and pack fruit into 
hot sterilized jars. Boll sirup rap- 
idly until thick and cover peaches 
in jars. Seal and store in a cool 
place.

rum. 
Moreover, the one charac 


ter in all the history of the mill 
tary academy whose personality 
and works are most lovingly re- 
membered, was Benny Havens 
who ran a grog shop on the res- 
ervation. 


Edgar AJIen Poe, in his brief 


and wretched career as a cadet, 
wrote of Mr. Havens that he was 
the sole congenial soul in the en- 
tire God forsaken place, but it 
was another poet, a medical lieu- 
tenant of

named O'Brien, who wrote 
the 


lyric of the West Point anthem. 
"Benny Havens, O," which is sung 
by the old brass hats of the army 
at reunions of their classes. 


Visiting Friend 


Dr. O'Brien had gone to the 


point to visit an old friend, Riley 
A. Arnold, a first classman, and 
their evenings were passed at 
Benny Havens. 
Under the spell 


of Mr. Havens' personality, his 
hospitality and miscellaneous in- 
fluences, whose mention 
might 


cause heartaches, the medical of- 
ficer set his lyric to "The Wearin' 
of the Green." 'and others were 
improvised by other wistful souls 
as time went by until there were 
37. All these arc now embalmed 
in the pages of Farley's "West 
Point in the Sixties." which ca- 
dets today may borrow from the 
post library for a comparison of 
their times with a time they will 
never know. 


Benny Havens was ejected from 


the point in 1832 for spiking his 
cider a little too strongly, but he 
<?et up his mm jugs in a groggery 
outside the reservation and was 
nost to returning members of the 
old classes, if not to the contem- 
porary cadets, until he was buried 
in Highland Union cemetery, ov- 
erlooking the Hudson river, in 
1897.

Extended to 
Foreigners 


HONG KONG — (AP)— Red 


China for the first time 
has 


snared non-Chinese in its blood 
purge net, sentencing: two foreign- 
ers to death for allegedly plotting 
to kill Communist leader Mao Tze- 
Tung last fall. 


It remains to be seen whether 


Peiping will carry out sentence of 
the two, an Italian and a Japan- 
ese. The Peiping radio yesterday 
denounced them as "spies" for the 
United States. 


But it caused fears among ob- 


servers here that this means a 
new turn in Peiping's campaign 
against foreigners and that the 
purge by execution squads may be 
extended to non-Chinese. 


Deny Charges 


The state department in Wash- 


ington and the U.S. military at- 
tache on Formosa immediately de- 
nied the charge. The Red radio 
said the attache, Col. David D. 
Barrett, hired the "spies" while 
attache in Peiping. 


"I never at any time," said Bar- 


rett at Taipeh, Formosa "either on 
my own initiative or on orders of 
any agency of the United States 
government ever attempted 
to 


assassinate or contrive the assassi- 
nation of anyone." 


"Bare Faced Lin" 


The Boulder, Colo., soldier added 


that while in Peiping he never 
spent a cent on intelligence agents. 
He left Peiping Feb. 6, 1950. 


The state department in a state- 


ment backed him up, saying any 
assertion that he was the insti- 
gator of such a plot "is a bare- 
faced lie." 


Peiping radio said two of the 


alleged plotters, Antonio Riva, 55, 
Italian merchant, and Rinichi Ya- 
maguchi, 47, a Japanese book- 
seller, were sentenced to death. 
Two other Italians, a Frenchman 
and a German got term* ranging 
from life down to five years. 


Major John Andre, British sol- 


dier, was captured behind Ameri- 
can lines, where he had gone to 
negotiate an attack on West Point 
with Benedict Arnold in 1780. and 
was hanged as a spy in Tappan,
